O No one saw Kienan taken some time last Wednesday and no one 
witnessed his return O Town’s acting mayor calls it a ‘big miracle’ 



With the resilience of a three- 
year-old, Kienan Hebert is back 
to playing with his brothers and 
sisters, happily running around 
as police continue their search 
for a suspect who snatched the 
boy from his Sparwood, B.C., 
home and mysteriously returned 
him there unharmed five days 
later. 

His weeping parents appeared 
before the media yesterday to 
thank all who supported them 
during the gruelling hours and 
days following their son’s abduc¬ 
tion last Wednesday, including 
police and community 
volunteers. 

But the boy’s father, Paul 
Hebert, had a special thank you 
for “the person” who brought 
his little boy home Sunday 
morning. Police allege that per¬ 
son was the abductor — convict¬ 
ed sex offender Randall Hopley. 
“To the person who returned 
Kienan to our family. I’d like to

say thank you,” Paul Hebert 
sobbed. “It was the right thing to 
do. 1 thank God that Kienan was 
returned unharmed.” 

RCMP Cpl. Dan Moskaluk said 
medical personnel assessed the 
boy and found him unhurt, in 
good spirits and happy to be 
reunited with his family. 

Moskaluk’s announcement 
generated a loud cheer from sev¬ 
eral of the volunteers who had 


searched for Kienan and had 
packed the tiny tent where the 
news conference was taking 
place. 

Paul Hebert — who appeared 
almost stoic before the media 
over the five days since his child 
vanished — had difficulty speak¬ 
ing. 

“Thank you, thank you,” he 
managed to say before breaking 
down in tears. His wife, Tammy, 
sat beside him, tears running 
down her face. 

Police received an anon3mious 
call around 3 a.m. local time yes¬ 
terday telling them where to 
find the boy. 

Moskaluk said the most trou¬ 
bling thing was that the caller 
told police they could find Kien¬ 
an in his own home. 

“Taking the child undetected 
and then placing him back unde¬ 
tected certainly is a chilling 
prospect,” Moskaluk admitted.

Man 
fingered 
in death of

Edmonton police have 
charged a 24-year-old man 
in the death of his 
roommate. 

Officers responded at 
2:30 a.m. Saturday to a 
report of a shooting near 
177 Street and 81 Avenue, 
and found Kyle Joy-Trussert 
inside his suite with a gun¬ 
shot wound. 

The 23-year-old died later 
in hospital. 

Friends and family 
expressed their grief on 
Facebook yesterday. 

“1 lost my baby boy!! 1 
want him back!!” posted his 
mother, Karin Trussert. 

David Mcdonald told 
Metro his friend of 10 years 
was a person who “would 
do an54hing for anyone.” 

Mcdonald said Joy- 
Trussert and the man 
accused of killing him were 
“good friends.” 

He said he’d heard from 
others the roommates had 
been out drinking before 
returning home and “play¬ 
ing with a gun they didn’t 
know was loaded.” 

An autopsy is scheduled 
for today at 9:30 a.m. 

Police said they are not 
looking for other suspects, 
and thanked witnesses for 
their help. 

“Investigators received 
good co-operation from wit¬ 
nesses in an effort to gather 
information and evidence,” 
said Staff Sgt. Dave Spiers of 
the EPS homicide section. 

Steven Laflamme, of Ed¬ 
monton, is charged with 
manslaughter, a firearms- 
related offence and obstruc¬ 
tion.

Ringing the bell at the Fire¬ 
fighters Memorial Plaza 
was a fitting way for 
Meredith Colgan to hon¬ 
our her father. 

She and her sister, Sandy 
Shandro, remembered 
their father during the an¬ 
nual service, which, this 
year, was held for the 12 re¬ 
tired Edmonton Fire Rescue 
firefighters who died in the 


past year. 

Don Gilhs retired as a 
district chief at the age of 
60. He died in March — 20 
days short of his 90th birth¬ 
day. 

“1 think he’s looking 
down and he’s smiling,” 
said Colgan. “He’s a veiy 
happy man today.” 

The ceremony was held 
because of the 9-11 attacks 
that unfolded 10 years ago 
in New York City. 

Fire Chief Ken Block said 
the events of 9-11 are im¬ 


portant to remember, as are 
the ongoing efforts to pro¬ 
tect life, property and the 
environment in Edmonton. 

“(This day) has translated 
into a ne^ound respect 
and appreciation of what 
firefighters do in our serv¬ 
ice to the pubhc as first re¬ 
sponders,” he said. 

About 400 firefighters 
took part in the service. 

“It’s lovely to see all of 
these men in uniform,” Col¬ 
gan said, fighting back 
tears.

World remembers 9-11 

O From Sydney to Spain, formal ceremonies paid tribute to 

the nearly 3,000 victims who perished from more than 90 countries 


A mother in Malaysia 
greeted her dead son. Peo¬ 
ple in Manila left roses for 
the victim who helped 
give them homes. And 
mourners in Tokyo stood 
before a piece of steel from 
Ground Zero, remember¬ 
ing the 23 bank employees 
who never made it out 
alive. 

A decade after 9-11, the 
day that changed so much 
for so many people, the 
world’s leaders and citi¬ 
zens paused to reflect yes¬ 
terday. 

For some people, the 
pain never stops. In 
Malaysia, Pathmawathy 
Navaratnam woke up yes¬ 
terday in her suburban 
Kuala Lumpur home and 
did what she’s done eveiy 
day for the past decade: 
Wish her son Vi- 
jayashanker Paramsothy 


“Good morning.” 

The 23-year-old finan¬ 
cial analyst was killed in 
the attacks on New York. 

“He is my sunshine. He 
has lived life to the fullest, 
but 1 can’t accept that he is 
not here an 3 miore,” said 
Navaratnam. “1 am still liv¬ 
ing, but 1 am dead inside.” 

In Manila, dozens of for¬ 
mer shanty dwellers in 
one neighbourhood of¬ 
fered roses, balloons and 
prayers for another victim, 
U.S. citizen Marie Rose 
Abad. 

The neighbourhood 
used to be squalid and 
reeking of garbage. But in 
2004, Abad’s Filipino- 
American husband, Rudy, 
built 50 brightly coloured 
homes, fulfilling his late 
wife’s wish to help impov¬ 
erished Filipinos. The vil¬ 
lage has since been named 


after her. 

In Japan, families gath¬ 
ered in Tokyo to pay their 
respects to the 23 Fuji 
Bank employees who nev¬ 
er made it out of their 
World Trade Center office. 
A dozen of the workers 
who died were Japanese. 

Sydney resident Rae 
Tompsett, 81, said she’s 
never felt angiy over the 
murder of her son Stephen 
Tompsett, 39, a computer 
engineer who was on the 
106th floor of the World 
Trade Center’s north tower 
when it was hit by a hi¬ 
jacked plane. 

“No, not anger,” she 
said. “Sorrow. Sorrow that 
the people who did this be¬ 
lieved they were doing 
something good.” 

The retired school¬ 
teacher and her husband 
Jack, 92, were among more 


than 1,000 people who 
packed Sydney’s Roman 
Catholic cathedral St. 
Maiy’s for a special multi¬ 
faith service. 

“It’s incredible that it is 
10 years — it feels a bit 
like yesterday,” Tompsett 
said. 

About 150 people, some 
waving American flags, 
turned out in Madrid for a 
commemorative planting 
of 10 American oak trees 
in Juan Carlos 1 park by 
Crown Prince Felipe, his 
wife. Princess Letizia, and 
other dignitaries. 

Rome was preparing to 
light up the Colosseum 
late yesterday in a show of 
solidarity, and special com¬ 
memorations were 

planned at Paris’s Notre 
Dame Cathedral and Lon¬ 
don’s St. Paul’s Cathedral.

Briton 
shot dead 
at resort 

Armed men shot dead a 
British man and 
kidnapped his wife from 
a beach resort in north¬ 
ern Kenya near the bor¬ 
der with lawless 
Somalia, officials in the 
East African nation said 
yesterday. 

Police Commissioner 
Mathew Iteere said the 
couple arrived at the re¬ 
sort Saturday after visit¬ 
ing Kenya’s Masai Mara 
reserve. He said they 
were the resort’s only 
guests. 

Other sources said 
they were staying at the 
Kiwa 5 m Safari Village re¬ 
sort about 50 kilometres 
north of the island 
resort of Lamu. 

Iteere said attackers 
were able to enter their 
dwelling easily as the 


door was just a piece of 
colourful cloth hanging 
from a rod. He said 
police believe the 
husband resisted and 
was shot. 

Iteere said the attack¬ 
ers took the woman 
away by boat. He did not 
say where the attackers 
may have been from. 

A Kenyan security of¬ 
ficial said a policeman 
arrived at the scene and 
saw six men carrying 
away the woman. He 
didn’t shoot out of fear 
she could be hurt. 

Britain’s Foreign 
Office confirmed the at¬ 
tack in a statement and 
said they are working 
closely with Kenyan offi¬ 
cials. 

“We have deployed a 
consular team from our 
High Commission in 
Nairobi and are offering 
all possible support to 
the family of those 
involved,” the statement 
read. “Our thoughts are 
with them at this 
difficult time.”

More than 240 people 
were killed when a crowd¬ 
ed ferry sank off Tanza¬ 
nia’s coast and some 600 
have been rescued, offi¬ 
cials said, figures that in¬ 
dicate the boat was filled 
beyond capacity. 

Assistant police Com¬ 
missioner Mussa Ali Mus- 
sa, the head of police in 
Zanzibar, said yesterday 
that at least 240 people 
died when the ferry sank 
early Saturday. His com¬ 
ments were broadcast by 
state-owned channel TBC. 

Relatives had claimed 
192 bodies and 28 more 
were awaiting identifica¬ 
tion yesterday, said Mo¬ 
hammed Aboud 

Mohammed, the minister 
for state in the vice-presi¬ 
dent’s office on the island 
of Zanzibar. He said 
around 600 people had

been rescued so far and 
that the government was 
still looking for the ves¬ 
sel’s captain. 

“The government is 
holding the chief engi¬ 
neer for questioning in or¬ 
der to gather details,” said 
Mohammed. 

“The captain of the fer- 
ly is still missing and the 
government doesn’t know 
precisely the owner of the 
ferry.” 

Survivors said the M.V.

Job woes at 
home and 
abroad 

Jobs, or more aptly a lack 
thereof, will be top of 
mind among traders this 
week. 

In the U.S., Americans 
are waiting to find out if 
Congress will pass Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s 
job-creation act. 

North of the border, 
Canadians will be warily 
watching for signs of a 
continuation of the job 
losses the country 
suffered in August. 

Economists expect a 
lull in jobs growth will 
continue in the coming 
months after a much 
weaker than expected re¬ 
port on Friday showed 
5,500 jobs were lost in 
Canada last month. 

The consensus call 
had been for the creation 


of 25,000 net new jobs. 

And those jobs figures 
from August, troubling 
as they were, did not re¬ 
flect recent turmoil on 
the stock markets, 
which saw billions of 
dollars of Canadian 
investments wiped out, 
said TD Bank deputy 
chief economist Derek 
Burleton. 

“We’re only going to 
begin to see some of the 
confidence impacts on 
hiring in the coming 
months,” Burleton said. 

“We’re looking at very 
minimal emplo 3 mient 
growth, something 
that’s better than that 
August number, but by 
no means are we going 
back to the trend rates of 
emplo 3 mient growth 
that we’ve been seeing.” 

BMO Economics is 
forecasting that job 
growth will slow in com¬ 
ing months, averaging 
about one per cent in the 
year ahead, or 15,000 
jobs per month.

Federal data plan 
pricey: Report 


An ambitious project to 
centralize the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s far-flung data 
centres will take at least a 
decade, and require up to 
$278 million in new spend¬ 
ing, an internal report con¬ 
cludes. 

The findings raise ques¬ 
tions about whether the 
far-reaching plan will help 
eliminate the federal 
deficit by 2014, as prom¬ 
ised by the prime minister, 
or simply aggravate Ot¬ 
tawa’s money woes in the 
short term. 

The report by PriceWa- 


terhouseCoopers was com¬ 
missioned by the Public 
Works Department to pro¬ 
vide strategies for cutting 
308 federal data-process- 
ing centres down to fewer 
than 20. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said during an elec¬ 
tion campaign stop on 
April 8 that “consolidating 
our fragmented computer 
systems” would help pro¬ 
duce some of the $4 billion 
in annual savings he needs 
to balance the books by 
2014.

Premium putting a 
dent in our wallets 

O Hockey parents buying equipment 20 to 45% cheaper in U.S. 



It’s a fact of consumer life 
that buying in Canada 
means paying more than 
you would south of the 
border, with a so-called 
Canadian premium on 
everything from running 
shoes to hockey skates, 
from pyjamas to panty¬ 
hose. 

Even the stronger 
loonie hasn’t been able to 
overcome obstacles that 
include high import tar¬ 
iffs, a number of higher 
fixed costs and, admitted¬ 
ly, the fact that retailers in 
Canada can simply get 
away with charging con¬ 
sumers more. 

“The people who 
should win from a 
stronger Canadian dollar

Tariffs can be as high 
as 18 per cent for 
goods in Canada. 

are consumers,” said 
BMO’s deputy chief econo¬ 
mist, Douglas Porter. 
“They don’t feel that way. 

“We have been above 
parity for basically all of 
2011 and when you get to 
those levels, it makes the 
price comparisons very 
straightforward and it's 
frustrating for con¬ 
sumers,” said Porter, who 
has been tracking price 
differences between the 
two countries since the 


loonie soared in 2007. 

Hockey parents have 
noticed that equipment is 
cheaper in the United 
States and some are find¬ 
ing ways to bring it back 
to Canada unnoticed. 

Some U.S. retailers such 
as Hollister, the California 
surfer clothes chain, are 
upfront about advertising 
their two-tiered policy, 
listing both Canadian and 
U.S. prices on their price 
tags. A Senate committee 
plans to study the price 
gap, a process that will 
take time and could run 
into 2012, which would 
miss the holiday shopping 
season. 

Tariffs on most goods 
between Canada, the Unit¬ 


ed States and Mexico were 
phased out under trade 
deals signed in the late 
1980s and early 1990s. 

But there are still im¬ 
port duties paid on some 
goods not covered by 
these trade agreements, 
as well as a range of cloth¬ 
ing and sporting goods 
that come into Canada 
from Asia, Europe and 
South America. 

There’s also the cost of 
doing business in Canada, 
which adds to the price of 
goods, from bilingual la¬ 
belling to transportation, 
pa 3 n:oll taxes and real 
estate, said marketing 
professor Ken Wong of 
Queen’s University.

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Currency control to 
be urged: Minister 

O China’s exports and imports surged from July 
to August O Despite growth, the yuan is undervalued 


French Foreign Minister 
Alain Juppe said yesterday 
that he will discuss China’s 
need to increase the value 
of its currency when he vis¬ 
its Beijing this week. 

“We have as an objective 
that China’s position evolve 
in a certain number of ar¬ 
eas, in particular in terms 
of currency,” Juppe told re¬ 
porters through an inter¬ 
preter during a visit to the 
Australian capital Canberra. 
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“We believe that the 
3 man is undervalued at 
present. We will certainly 
discuss this with the Chi¬ 
nese,” he added. 

Beijing is under pressure 
from Washington and oth¬ 
er trading partners to ease 
currency controls and other 
measures that they com¬ 
plain keep the 3 man under¬ 
valued and swell China’s 
trade surplus. 

Juppe will visit Beijing 
on Wednesday for talks 
ahead of a summit of the 
Group of 20 rich and devel¬ 
oping nations in the French 
coastal resort of Cannes in 
November. The summit will 
discuss the global economic 
crisis and high levels of sov¬ 
ereign debt owed to China. 

Asked if he expected that 
China would accelerate ef¬ 
forts to appreciate the 


3 man, Juppe replied: “We 
hope so.” 

“This system that we 
have in place at the mo¬ 
ment is not in the long 
term a sustainable system, 
and one of the main issues 
that will be discussed at the 
G20 meeting is how we can 
rebalance this system 
worldwide,” Juppe said. 

China’s trade growth ac¬ 
celerated in August despite 
weakening global demand 
and its politically sensitive 
trade surplus narrowed 
from a more than two-year 
high. Export growth for the 
world’s second-largest econ¬ 
omy grew to 24.5 per cent 
from July’s 20.4 per cent, 
while imports surged to 
30.2 per cent, up from July’s 
22.9 per cent, customs 
data showed Saturday.

U.K. eyes trade with Russia 


British Prime Minister 
David Cameron arrived in 
Russia for a rare visit yes¬ 
terday, seeking to secure 
crucial new trade and 
warmer ties with an often 
difficult ally, five years af¬ 
ter the poisoning death of 
a Kremlin critic in London 
exposed bitter differences. 

Cameron was making 
the first visit to Russia’s 
capital by a British leader 
in six years, and will hold 
the first talks by any 
British official with Prime 
Minister Vladimir Putin in 
more than four years, hop¬ 
ing to revive relations be¬ 
fore the ex-president’s 
possible return to power in 
a 2012 election. 

Accompanied by For¬ 
eign Secretary William 
Hague and business execu¬ 
tives, including oil compa¬ 
ny BP’s chief executive Bob

Dudley and Royal Dutch 
Shell CEO Peter Voser, 
Cameron will attempt on 
the two-day visit to in¬ 
crease trade with another 
awkward partner after 
similar trips to India and 
China. 

Cameron wants to kick- 
start Britain’s stagnant 


economy by targeting 
emerging markets, but the 
policy has caused concern 
among those who fear it 
may lead the U.K. to over¬ 
look the human rights 
records of new allies. 

Ties between Britain 
and Russia soured over the 

2006 poisoning death of 
dissident ex-Russian secu¬ 
rity agent Alexander Litvi¬ 
nenko in London. On his 
deathbed, Litvinenko ac¬ 
cused Putin of authorizing 
his killing. 

Putin’s last contact with 
any British official was a 
brief phone call in June 

2007 to congratulate 
Cameron’s predecessor 
Gordon Brown on his ap¬ 
pointment. Cameron has 
met four times with Rus¬ 
sia’s President Dmitiy 
Medvedev.

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New truck fuel LNG 
a natural choice 


O Haulers using liquefied natural gas slowly coming to a road near you 


Those hoping to see truck¬ 
ers across Canada ditch 
diesel for cheaper and 
cleaner liquefied natural 
gas fuel might be in for 
quite a wait — though a 
handful companies are 
working toward making 
that a reality. 

Last week, Royal Dutch 
Shell PLC announced plans 
to sell LNG, natural gas 
that has been cooled into a 
liquid state, at truck stops 
between Edmonton and 
Calgaiy starting some time 
next year. By 2013, it aims 
to produce some of its 
own at a plant west of Cal- 
gaiy. 

“It's a solid first step,” 
said Stephen Laskowski, 
vice-president of the On¬ 
tario Trucking Association. 

Shell plans to make the 
business case to potential 
customers through a mar¬ 
keting agreement with 
Westport Innovations Inc., 
a Vancouver-based manu¬ 
facturer of natural gas fuel 
engines. 

“As a result of this initia¬ 
tive, we believe the use of 
natural gas as a fuel for 
transportation will acceler¬ 
ate,” Westport CEO David 
Demers said in a state¬ 
ment. 

On the surface, it may 
seem like a no brainer for 
truckers to make the 
switch: Laskowski figures 
LNG could be up to 35 per 
cent cheaper than diesel 
and emit up to 24 per cent 
less carbon dioxide.

Laskowski said a 
LNG rig can be twice 
price of a diesel one. 

Shell expects the trans¬

Trucking companies are 
reluctant to invest in LNG- 
fuelled rigs if there is no 
guarantee there will be 
enough places to fuel up 
along their routes.

Greece doling

Greece’s cash-strapped gov¬ 
ernment said yesterday that 
it would impose a new 
property tax on top of exist¬ 
ing austerity measures in 
order to combat a revenue 
shortfall. 

The government also de¬ 
cided, in a s 5 mibolic move 
aimed at a public angiy at 
politicians, to dock a 
month’s pay from all elect¬ 
ed central and local govern¬ 
ment officials. 

Finance Minister Evange- 
los Venizelos said the tax 
will be levied over the next 
two years and will cost citi¬ 
zens an average of $5.53 per 
square metre. 

Debt-crippled Greece ur¬ 
gently needs to keep a pro¬ 


gram of cutbacks on track 
to secure the continued 
flow of international rescue 
loans protecting it from cat¬ 
astrophic bankruptcy. 

On Saturday, Prime Min¬ 
ister George Papandreou, in 
a ke 5 mote speech on the 
economy in Thessaloniki, 
pledged to meet fiscal tar¬ 
gets despite the economic 
slowdown. 

As the prime minister 
spoke, riots raged on the 
streets outside during an 
anti-austerity protest by 
some 25,000 people. Police 
arrested nine suspected ri¬ 
oters, while nine officers 
and 10 demonstrators were 
injured.

Germany wants 
official to join 
European bank 


Germany’s finance minis¬ 
ter said Saturday he wants 
his deputy to take on a key 
position at the European 
Central Bank and will 
make proposals for the 
governance of the euro¬ 
zone next week. 

The two announce¬ 
ments, made on the side¬ 
lines of a meeting of the 
Group of Seven developed 
nations in Marseille, 
France, could have a last¬ 
ing impact on the way the 
eurozone handles its crip¬ 
pling debt crisis. 

If he gets approval from 
the other 16 eurozone fi¬ 
nance chiefs, Joerg As- 
mussen will succeed 
Juergen Stark on the ECB’s 
six-member executive 


board at the end of the 
year, German Finance Min¬ 
ister Wolfgang Schaeuble 
said. 

Stark unexpectedly re¬ 
signed from the board Fri¬ 
day in a move analysts said 
was triggered by disagree¬ 
ments over the ECB’s bond- 
bu 3 dng program. The 
announcement of his de¬ 
parture sent stocks and the 
euro tumbling as it drew 
up more questions over the 
eurozone’s crisis strategy. 

Stark was one of only a 
handful of ECB decision¬ 
makers who opposed the 
bank’s massive purchases 
of Italian and Spanish gov¬ 
ernment bonds in recent 
weeks.

Lights, camera, 
active learning 

O Educators nation-wide are buzzing about the 
incorporation of video into the classroom

Zara Cruickshank's Grade 8 
science class is a little dif¬ 
ferent from those of yester¬ 
year. Students regularly 
make mini films or pod¬ 
casts for class projects, 
reams of notes are a thing 
of the past and video is an 
important part of learning. 

As the new school year 
begins a number of Canadi¬ 
an classrooms are increas¬ 
ingly implementing video 
as an educational tool to 
keep their digitally-sawy 
students engaged and inter¬ 
ested. 

“It's just easy to focus 
when it's visual,” says 
Cruickshank. “You can be 
creative and have fun do¬ 
ing it because you're put¬ 
ting your ideas together to 
make something for 
school, to make school easi¬ 
er.” 

The 13-year-old at Regi¬ 
na's Ecole Wilfrid Walker is 
talking specifically about 
Joanna Sanders Bobiash's 
classroom. 

Bobiash — who travelled 
to Seattle's Google Teacher 
Academy this summer to 
brush up on her web and 
video skills at the first ever 


YouTube Teacher Studio — 
plans to use video a lot 
more extensively in her 
classroom this year. 

“Everyone has different 
learning styles, they learn 
best in different ways,” she 
says. “Video provides the 
opportunity to almost de¬ 
liver both (visuals and text) 
at the same time. You have 
visual, you could have writ¬ 
ten and you have audio at 
the same time and students 
can refer to them at their 
own pace.” 

The days of classroom 
video consisting of a TV 
and VCR rolled in for a 


lengthy film students could 
zone out on are over. Bobi¬ 
ash, who teaches science 
and social studies, uses dig¬ 
ital video to deliver infor¬ 
mation in short, interactive 
bursts and encourages stu¬ 
dents to make their own 
films for projects which 
can later be posted online 
through her YouTube chan¬ 
nel. 

“Before they could only 
express themselves in the 
written form, but now they 
can express themselves in 
different ways,” said the 35- 
year-old teacher.

When it 
comes to 
picking a 
leader, a gen¬ 
eral assump¬ 
tion has been 
to look at 
someone 
with a lengthy resume, let’s 
say one with a slew of CEO 
stints, and assume that suc¬ 
cess will be imminent. 

According to The Intan¬ 
gibles of Leadership author 
Richard A. Davis Ph.D., this 
assumption — which he 
refers to as the grey hair 
fallacy — is not uncom¬ 
mon. “People assume that 
grey hair is a determinant 
of success” says Davis. 

“CEOs are hired because 
they have been CEOs be¬ 
fore, many times regardless

of what industry or compa¬ 
ny they come from.” 

Davis gives the example 
of Starwood Hotels & Re¬ 
sorts, owners of Le Meridi- 
en, Sheraton, Westin and 
W Hotel brands, hiring of 
Steven Heyer, then COO 
and President of Coca-Cola, 
to lead the global hotel 
company. 

Despite having been 
publically lauded by Star¬ 
wood Chairman Barry 
Stemlicht as “a marketer 


who has championed some 
of the world’s most valu¬ 
able and global brands,” 
Heyer did not work out. 

When it came to fit, Hey- 
er’s leadership style, a di¬ 
rect and hard-nosed 
approach, was not a match 
for Starwood culture. 

Davis points out that 
“leaders aren’t wise as a re¬ 
sult of their experiences. 
They are wise because of 
their ability to utilize those 
experiences.” 

More importantly, age is 
not a precursor. A manage¬ 
ment psychologist by trade, 
Davis’ book describes what 
he refers to as the “intangi¬ 
bles of leadership.”

O Ravens take off after forcing 
Steelers to six second-half turnovers 


The Baltimore Ravens had 
just beaten their bitter ri¬ 
vals in record-breaking 
fashion, and some of the 
players felt inclined to put 
some perspective on their 
35-7 manhandling of the 
defending AFC champion 
Pittsburgh Steelers. 

Although their blowout 
vLctoiy yesterday provided 
some payback for January’s 
playoff loss, coach John 
Harbaugh said the Ravens 
are focused on this season. 

And Baltimore could not 
have started it any better. 

Joe Flacco threw three 
touchdown passes, Haloti 
Ngata led an inspired de¬ 
fence that forced a team- 
record seven turnovers, and 
the Ravens rolled to a win. 

“The whole thing about 
ghosts, demons, monkeys 
on your back — that’s not 
real to us,” Harbaugh said. 

Ray Rice ran for 107 
yards and scored twice for 
the Ravens, who took an 
early 14-0 lead. It was a re¬ 


match of last season’s sec¬ 
ond-round playoff game 
that the Steelers won 31-24. 

That day, the Ravens let a 
21-7 halftime lead slip with 
three third-quarter 

turnovers. At halftime yes¬ 
terday, Baltimore’s Ray 
Lewis spoke up. 

“They were saying, 
‘We’ve been here before,”’ 
the linebacker said. “No, we 
haven’t been here before. 
This is a whole new year.” 

This time, the Ravens got 
three takeaways in the 
third quarter to turn a 21-7 
advantage into a rout. 

Ben Roethlisberger, who 
had won seven straight 
against the Ravens, was 22 
for 41 for 280 yards and 
threw three picks. 

“1 guess they were wait¬ 
ing for this one,” Roethhs- 
berger said. “It’s not the 
way you want to start it for 
us, obviously, (but) I’d 
rather this be a Week 1 loss 
than a Week 13, 14, 15 
loss.”
